‘DO NOT GIVE 
TO BEGGARS’

PEOPLE have been warned not to 
give away “their hard-earned cash” 
to beggars in Banbury town centre, 
and report any aggressive behav¬ 
iour they witness. 

It comes after police reported there 
had been a “constant” stream of com¬ 
plaints about people asking for money 
in the town. 

They have also claimed there has been 
an increase in people coming to Ban¬ 
bury for the day just to beg - intimidat¬ 
ing shoppers in the process. 

Banbury PC John Shatford, also a 
neighbourhood specialist officer, said: 
“There are some who use begging as 
a way to make money, and sometimes 
they are threatening and intimidating 
to shoppers. 

“We refuse to tolerate this, so we will 
use all the powers available to us to stop 
them from harassing visitors to the 
town centre. 

“It seems that people are coming over 
to beg for the day from Brackley, before 
going back to their flats in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. Please consider this before 
you give away your hard-earned cash.” 

He added that in the last few weeks, 
five short-term banning orders had 
been issued to beggars. One man also 
remains on bail to keep away from the 
town centre. 

Many of the letters sent in by shop¬ 
pers have been written in anonymously, 
meaning senders cannot be contacted 
for an official statement. 

Councillor Tony Ilott, Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council’s lead member for public 
protection, said although he had not 
seen any aggressive begging, people 
should be “more aware” of those ask¬ 
ing for money. 

He added: “I am aware that beggars 
are in the area and what the police are 
doing to help. I also know that there are 


people who sit in the street who just 
come down for the day and then return 
home. 

“Some people think they are being 
generous and helping, but my advice 
would be not to give them anything. 

“If someone is down on their luck peo¬ 
ple want to help them, but a better idea 
would be to give the money to a charity 
for the homeless. 

“Many beggars will do so because it is 
profitable - if they don’t get money they 
are more likely to seek employment.” 

In Oxford, public space protection or¬ 
ders came into effect last month. Behav¬ 
iours now prohibited include “aggres¬ 
sively” begging, and cycling in certain 


busy shopping streets outside of 6pm to 
10am. 

People must also not remain in a pub¬ 
lic toilet without reasonable excuse, 
keep their dogs under control and hand 
over alcohol when asked to do so by of¬ 
ficers. 

Other issues in Banbury town centre 
put forward by officers include cars ob¬ 
structing drivers by parking illegally 
- especially around schools - and shop¬ 
lifting. 

If anyone has witnessed any aggres¬ 
sive behaviour by beggars, they should 
call 101 or visit Banbury police station.

Tories planning 
county merger 

CONSERVATIVE associations in 
Oxfordshire could be merged into one 
“super association” under new plans. 

Changes would see permanent staff 
brought in, with shared offices covering 
multiple constituencies and the role of 
voluntary chairmen reduced. 

There are seven Tory associations in 
the county, one for each constituency and 
an over-arching countywide association. 

National party figures have said 
merging would allow associations to 
mount stronger campaigns, but 
grassroots activists warned it could 
reduce the influence of local people on 
choosing election candidates. 

The plan, which The Daily Telegraph 
reported could be in place within a year, 
was presented by Lord Feldman, the 
party chairman, to a ruling board. 

It said party sources had stressed the 
mergers would be subject to a vote of 
members, but that individual 
associations could be overruled if most 
others in a county backed the change. 

Robert Eyles, deputy chairman of 
Oxfordshire Conservative Association, 
told the Banbury Cake : “The chairman’s 
job is to pull the voluntary side of the 
association together, so I am not sure 
diluting that role would be a good idea. 
We will study these proposals in detail as 
more information becomes available.”

Box of mementos from 1957 
unearthed from beneath the 
ruins of demolished church

MEMENTOS of Banbury’s his¬ 
tory have been unearthed below 
a demolished church. 

When Fairway Methodist Church 
was knocked down in January to 
make way for a new housing project, 
builders discovered a time capsule 
buried in the ground nearly 60 years 
ago. 

Among treasures in the cap¬ 
sule, originating from 1957, were 
old versions of national and Ban¬ 
bury-based newspapers, a copy of 
Reader’s Digest and letters between 
church staff. 

A poster was also found for a fund¬ 
raising appeal for the building of the 
original church in 1957, then known 
as Ruscote Methodist Church. 

The church’s original cross and 
foundation stone were also salvaged 
from the rubble. 

Reverend Victoria Bravette, from 
the church, said: “We actually have 
a few members who were part of the 
church who are old enough to re¬ 
member what happened at the time. 

“They knew when the capsule was 
buried but most of us didn’t know 
what was in it until it was uncov¬ 
ered.” 

Work began last month to build 11 
two- and three-bedroom affordable 
homes on the church site. 

A new purpose-built two-storey 
church is also planned for the site. 

But unlike its previous brown col¬ 
our, the new building will be made 
of multi-coloured bricks. Its rain¬ 
bow colours were picked out by 
members of the congregation. 

The time capsule box will now be 
reburied under the new building, af¬ 
ter its contents have been examined 
by church leaders. 

It will be topped up with modern 
versions of the town’s newspapers 
- including a copy of the Banbury 
Cake. 

Rev Bravette added: “We are hop-

Cost of living in 
Oxfordshire hits 
county’s wards 

THE high cost of living in 
Oxfordshire is leaving health 
bosses struggling to fully staff 
mental health and community 
hospital wards. 

Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust has failed to fully staff 
seven of its mental health and 
community hospital wards to the 
expected level during the past 22 
months. The Wenric, Kingfisher, 
Opal, Ruby, Witney Wenrisc, 
Wintle and Vaughan Thomas 
wards have all had six months or 
more where they have failed to 
fully staff 75 per cent of shifts to 
the expected levels during the last 
year. The Wenric Ward - a secure 
forensic mental health ward at 
Littlemore Health Centre - has 
failed to fully staff 75 per cent of 
shifts a month between April 2014 
and January this year. 

The Kingfisher ward, also at the 
health centre in Sandford Road, 
has only been fully staffed for four 
months during the same period. 

Trust bosses heard yesterday 
last Wednesday the staffing 
problems stem from high 
turnover and vacancy rates. 

Nursing and clinical standards 
director Ros Alstead said the 
problems with the Wenric and 
Kingfisher wards were due to 
staff leaving last year. 

She told the board that many of 
the posts at the Wenric ward had 
been filled and added: “Hopefully 
the position in Wenric is going to 
be improving. We are meanwhile 
staffing these with agency staff. 

“We are using agency staff to 
bring these up to staffing levels.” 

Ms Alstead said a lot of the 
problem came from retaining 
staff because of the high cost of 
living in Oxfordshire. 

She added: “There is the impact 
of being in a high cost of living 
area.” 

Oxford Health employs 6,100 
staff across mental health care, 
community hospitals and home 
healthcare. 

The trust’s vacancy rate for 
January was 9.6 per cent, 
meaning it has about 585 staff 
posts to fill. 

Boost for housing 

OXON: Councils could be given 
cash sooner for new homes built, 
under plans being consulted on by 
the government. 

The New Homes Bonus would be 
paid four years after they are 
completed, instead of six, a report 
to Oxford City Council’s audit and 
governance committee said. 

The committee was meeting this 
week in Oxford Town Hall to look 
at the plans. 


MORE than nine out of 10 
youngsters due to start secondary 
education in September have been 
offered a place at their first- 
preference school. 

An extra 183 children applied for 
places this year but on Tuesday the 
number offered their first choice 
rose from 91 per cent to 92 per cent 
compared to 2015.

Cash boost enables youth charity to set up more clubs 


A HALF a million pound cash 
injection will allow a youth 
charity to set up six new clubs 
in rural areas in the county. 

Oxfordshire Youth has 
received £493,381 to expand its 
project providing services for 
young people and their 
families from disadvantaged 
communities. 

The locations of the new 
clubs have yet to be decided. 

Andrea Tiganescu, who will 
be running the scheme, said: 
“We feel honoured to have this 
opportunity to provide our 
members with the ongoing 
support they deserve. 

“We hope this work will help 
youngsters across the county 


who rely on their youth clubs 
for support and guidance.” 

The funding from the Big 
Lottery Fund covers the costs 
of Oxfordshire Youth’s Sust¬ 
ainable Communities Project, 
where the charity will work 
with 19 other clubs to help 
them be more sustainable. 

There will be extensive 
training for volunteers 
working with young people on 
issues like substance misuse 
and child sexual exploitation. 

An additional £50,000 grant 
from the Future-Building 
Fund will allow the charity to 
act as an umbrella body for 
Oxfordshire’s voluntary youth 
and children’s organisations. 



Smiling saff from Oxfordshire Youth 
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Asylum-seeking 
youngsters rise 

THE number of unaccompanied asylum¬ 
seeking children in Oxfordshire doubled in 
a year. 

Between March 2014 and March 2015 the 
number who were looked after by 
Oxfordshire County Council rose from 21 
to 42, a report told senior councillors on 
the cabinet last week. 

As of November 2015, there were 62 
being cared for by the local authority. 

The cabinet report warned “new arrivals 
are entering faster than established 
[unaccompanied asylum-seeking 
children] are discharged”. 

It added: “Very few get refugee status, 
and without this it is impossible to move 
them out of the pathway as they cannot 
work or access benefits and social 
housing, and we continue to have a duty to 
house and support them. 

“As they turn 18 and many of their claims 
for asylum are refused, this cohort of 
young people become particularly 
vulnerable to exploitation, and also under 
pressure to exploit others. 

“The Home Office continues to deport 
very few former UASCs. This means they 
are left with no recourse to public funds 
and no legal right to work. 

“Those whom we continue to support are 
believed to be under pressure to support 
and help these members of their 
communities, which can lead to them 
letting people stay in their 
accommodation, and sharing their 
incomes with them.” 

Delays in processing asylum claims by 
the Home Office “exacerbate this 
problem”, the report added. 

In eight months the county council said it 
supported 32 new arrivals, half under 16.

Cut in cash for children 


Charity predicts budget for 
help groups will have seen 
a 69% decrease by 2020

FUNDING for children’s cen¬ 
tres, teen pregnancy help, 
short breaks for disabled chil¬ 
dren and other support for 
young people in Oxfordshire 
is predicted to drop to £9.5 mil¬ 
lion by 2020. 

National charity Action for Chil¬ 
dren has predicted the decrease, 


which would represent a 69 per 
cent decline from the £30.7 mil¬ 
lion given by government in the 
2010/11 financial year. 

The money, which is handed to 
local authorities by Westminster, 
is also used to fund services such 
as schemes to improve employ- 
ability and skills. 

Oxfordshire County Council has 
already said it will have to cut £6 
million from its budget for chil¬ 
dren’s centres. 

Action for Children’s director of 
children’s services, Emma Horne, 
said that the cuts would be “devas¬ 
tating” for children. 

She said: “Governments have 
hacked away at the budget for ear¬ 


ly help, and we are set to see fur¬ 
ther reductions, which is simply 
short-sighted. 

“Intervening when a crisis oc¬ 
curs instead of working at an ear¬ 
ly stage to prevent it from happen¬ 
ing, has a devastating cost both in 
social and financial terms. 

“The government has commit¬ 
ted to improving children’s life 
chances, in particular, giving the 
most disadvantaged children the 
start they need. 

“This report raises questions 
about how this objective will be 
achieved and whether local au¬ 
thorities will have the capacity 
to invest in services for children, 
young people and parents.” 


The charity’s report on the issue, 
which has been produced with the 
National Children’s Bureau and 
The Children’s Society, drew on 
planned spending figures from 
councils and analysis of central 
government funding. 

National Children’s Bureau 
chief executive Anna Feuchtwang 
said: “Before making further cuts 
we urge the government to con¬ 
sider the long-term decline in how 
we support these services and, in 
turn, the severe consequences it 
has for the children and families 
that rely on them.” 

The Department for Education 
did not respond to requests for 
comment.

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Service launched to aid 
child sex abuse victims

New project aims to work 
with affected children in the 
county and their families 

A NEW specialist service to 
help children in Oxfordshire 
deal with sexual abuse has 
been launched. 

Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust has teamed up with the chil¬ 
dren’s charity Safe! to set up the 
Horizon service. 

The service will work with chil¬ 
dren aged from just a few months 
old to 18 who have been victims of 
sexual abuse or sexual harm and 
their families. 

Clinical psychologist Dr Carmen 
Chan is leading the new project, 
which she said would help young¬ 
sters pick up the pieces of their 
lives again. 

Dr Chan said the new service had 
been in the pipeline for a while be¬ 
cause of the heightened awareness 
about child sexual abuse caused 
by Operation Bullfinch and other 
child sexual exploitation cases. 

She added: “It’s been an idea for 
a number of years. 

“A lot of senior practitioners felt 
it is an important service to come 
about. 

“With the increased awareness 
in recent years and high-profile 
cases the momentum really built

up to bring the team together.” 

The county’s serious case re¬ 
view last year found more than 360 
youngsters were suspected of hav¬ 
ing been abused or in danger of be¬ 
ing groomed. 

Dr Chan added: “We know that 
early trauma like sexual abuse can 
have long-standing effects. 


“Trauma can affect children 
and teenagers in a lot of different 
ways, relationships with them¬ 
selves, their parents, or how well 
they do at school. 

“I think of it as building their 
personal resilience and confidence 
and getting over the trauma of the 
past.” 

Safe! is a charity supporting 
young people between the ages of 
eight and 25 in the Thames Valley 


who have been hurt by a crime or 
bullying. 

Children and teenagers can be 
referred to the new Horizon ser¬ 
vice, which was launched last 
Wednesday, in a variety of ways: 
through the police, social services, 
charities, their GP or hospital or 
mental health provider. 

Dr Chan heads up a team that 
includes a psychiatrist, a social 
worker, and a nurse.

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Villagers hopeful 
after lorry report 

Residents have campaigned against trucks passing their homes to build rail link

THOUSANDS of heavy 
goods vehicles may not have 
to disturb the peaceful tran¬ 
quility of North Oxford¬ 
shire villages after a new 
report on the HS2 project 
was released. 

Residents in Wardington have 
campaigned for months against 
plans for lorries to drive past 
their homes as part of the 
building of the new high speed 
rail link. 

The A361 passes through the 
village, which could carry vehi¬ 
cles travelling up from the M40 
near Banbury. 

But following a meeting of the 
HS2 select committee on Janu¬ 
ary 18, MPs have said efforts 
should be made to cut down on 
the number of lorry trips. 

The report said project lead¬ 
ers HS2 Ltd should look to re¬ 
duce the volume of excavated 
earth needed at Lower Bod- 
dington. 

Politicians also proposed that 
an alternative ‘conveyor’ route 
could be created along the A43. 

Parish council vice-chairman 
Nigel Bankes, who founded a 
HS2 campaign group in the vil¬ 
lage, said that he was pleased 
that the report on the situation 
had been released. 

He added: “We are very en¬ 
couraged by the report but 
still feel there should be more 
done to move the spoil down 
the A43 road nearer to the train 
line. 

“Although the plan would 
reduce the number of lorries 
going through the village, it is 
still an unsuitable route and 
there are much better working 
hours available too. 

“It’s good that they have re¬ 
alised how impractical the 
scheme is and that there is fur¬ 
ther work to be done. 

“We were very impressed 
though by the attention to de¬ 
tail from the committee mem¬ 
bers and their knowledge of 
the scheme.” 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
has supported the villagers’ 
campaign, and also spoke di¬ 
rectly to the committee. 

Mrs Prentis said the report 
represented ‘positive steps’ for 


the future of the project. 

She added: “I am very pleased 
that the select committee has 
listened to those concerns. 

“What is crucial now is to en¬ 
sure these are fully actioned by 
HS2 Ltd. 

“I will carefully monitor the 
progress of the company’s 
plans, and will do my best to en¬ 
sure that the committee’s report 
is adhered to.” 

At peak times more than a 
thousand HGV trips could be 
made through the village every 
day. 

Under the current plans ve¬ 
hicles would be able to use the 
route between 8am and 6pm on 
weekdays and 9am to 1pm on 
Saturdays. 

The report is also encouraging 
the company to work with peo¬ 
ple in Mixbury. 

This is to help reduce the risk

The consultation will 
take place until March 25. 
People can view the plans 
at public libraries across 
the district.

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MP backs bid for reform 
of council and its duties

into four ‘unitary’ powers

A BID to scrap Oxfordshire 
County Council has won the 
backing of Banbury MP Victo¬ 
ria Prentis. 

In what would be the biggest 
shake-up of local government 
since 1974, the authority would be 
dismantled and its duties handed 
to other organisations. 

These would include four new 
‘unitary’ councils - three made 
from six existing district councils 
and one from Oxford City Council. 

Cherwell (South Northants) 
would be a new unitary author¬ 
ity, replacing Cherwell and South 
Northamptonshire councils. 

At the moment the county coun¬ 
cil employs about 4,700 people and 
is responsible for education, social 
services, the fire service, libraries, 
most roads and transport plan¬ 
ning, trading standards and waste 
and recycling sites. 

But these would be taken over 
by the new unitary councils and 
social care handed to the National 
Health Service. 


A combined authority of the new 
councils would take on respon¬ 
sibility for transport and major 
roads. 

The change was proposed by the 
district councils and city council, 
as part of moves to win a devolu¬ 
tion deal for Oxfordshire. It would 
see the government hand local 
politicians power over billions of 
pounds to spend on roads, schools, 
colleges and public transport. 

The proposals were given a sig¬ 
nificant boost by Mrs Prentis, and 
the county’s other MPs - David 
Cameron, Nicola Blackwood, An¬ 
drew Smith, Ed Vaizey and John 
Howell. In a joint statement they 
said: “This is a very interesting 
proposal and one that all of us feel 
has a lot of merit.” 

The change would be the biggest 
shake-up of local government in 
Oxfordshire since the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Act 1974 created the cur¬ 
rent system. It is thought it would 
take about two years. 

As well as Cherwell (South Nort¬ 
hants), other unitary authorities 
would be Southern Oxfordshire, 
replacing Vale of White Horse and 
South Oxfordshire district coun¬ 
cils; Oxford City, replacing Oxford 
City Council; and West Oxford¬ 
shire (Cotswold), replacing West 
Oxfordshire and Cotswold district 
councils. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 



sioning Group, the county’s main 
NHS body, and Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
have also backed the plans. 

Oxfordshire CCG chairman Dr 
Joe McManners said: “We sup¬ 
port the ambition of the councils 
to bring health and social care 
closer together as this will im¬ 
prove outcomes for patients.” 

As part of negotiations over the 
possible devolution deal, min¬ 
isters told council chiefs they 
would need to accept either an 
elected mayor for Oxfordshire, or 
to reorganise local government 
to make it simpler. 

The district councils rejected a 
mayor and claimed it would cre¬ 



ate more bureaucracy. 

The county council last week 
proposed a single council for all 
of Oxfordshire, but this was also 
criticised by the districts. 

Ian Hudspeth, county council 
leader, said: “I welcome this de¬ 
bate, because it will allow us to 
determine what is best for people 
in Oxfordshire. 

“But what the districts are pro¬ 
posing would probably involve 
four chief executives and some 
200 councillors. Is that the most ef¬ 
ficient option? The key aim must 
be to reduce bureaucracy” 

The district councils said they 
would hold a public consultation 
on their proposals in the summer.

IN THE same week that the 
Academy Awards bestowed Best 
Picture upon Spotlight, a real- 
life drama about the power of 
investigative journalism to 
expose corruption, Truth opens 
a different chapter on the media 
and its practices. 

Writer-director James 
Vanderbilt’s handsome picture 
recreates the political firestorm 
that erupted when CBS News’s 
esteemed programme 60 Minutes 
publicly called into question the 
military record of US president 
George W Bush. 

Key pieces of paperwork, used 
by 60 Minutes as links in a chain 
of evidence, were subsequently 
discredited and a key witness 
confessed he had lied about their 
providence. 

Heads rolled at CBS including 
producer Mary Mapes, who 
recalled her version of events in 
the memoir Truth And Duty, 
and president George W Bush 
was inaugurated for a second 
term at the White House. 

In 2004, Mary Mapes (Cate 
Blanchett), producer of 60 
Minutes, gathers together a 
crack team including 
journalism professor Lucy Scott 
(Elisabeth Moss) and researcher 
Mike Smith (Topher Grace) to 
dissect an explosive story. 

Lieutenant colonel Roger 
Charles (Dennis Quaid) has 
acquired George W Bush’s Texas 
Air National Guard file and it’s 
curiously thin. 

The journalists dig deeper and 
make contact with lieutenant 
colonel Bill Burkett (Stacy 
Keach), who claims to have some 
of the missing documents. 

Anchorman Dan Rather 
(Robert Redford) headlines one 
of the most explosive editions 
of 60Minutes on September 8, 
2004, less than two months 


before the presidential elections. 

Triumph turns to incredulity 
when bloggers pick holes in the 
story, forcing Andrew Heyward 
(Bruce Greenwood), president 
of CBS News, to call into 
question the journalistic 
integrity of Mary and her team. 

Truth is a fascinating, if 
simplistic, recreation of a 
behind-the-scenes battle that 
ended the careers of award¬ 
winning journalists. 

Blanchett and Redford deliver 
compelling performances as the 
producer and news anchor, 
whose reputations are stained. 

They elevate Vanderbilt’s 
script and electrify their 
on-screen partnership, even 
when the film’s pacing sags. 

HAIL, CAESAR! (12A, 106 mins) A 
romantic comedy with Josh Brolin, 
George Clooney, Alden Ehrenreich, 
Ralph Fiennes, Jonah Hill, Scarlett 
Johansson, Frances McDormand, 
Tilda Swinton, Channing Tatum.

WHEN the mighty fall, they fall 
hard. Joel and Ethan Coen, who 
each have four Academy Awards 
and were nominees this year for 
their script for Bridge Of Spies, 
descend with a sickening thud. 

Hail, Caesar!, their screwball 
valentine to the golden age of 
1950s Hollywood when studios 
nurtured, protected and 
controlled big stars, is a deeply 
disappointing exercise in period 
style over substance, wit and 
characterisation. 

There are a couple of stand-out 
musical sequences that quicken 
the pulse and remind us of the 
brothers’ genius.

PEOPLE of a certain age 
value one quality in a car 
above all else - reliability. 

So it is little wonder that the 
Honda Jazz has proved such a 
hugely popular worldwide suc¬ 
cess. 

Not that reliability is the only 
feature that this compact hatch¬ 
back has going for it, for in the 
car-buying list of price, fuel 
consumption and practicality, 
the Jazz ticks all the boxes. 

Now in its third generation, 
the new Jazz is built on a new, 
longer platform which gives 
more interior space and versa¬ 
tility Add in a new engine, new 
transmissions, a lot more tech¬ 
nology and a fresh design, and 
the Jazz success story is set to 
continue. 

Unseen, but underpinning 
the comfortable ride and taut 
handling of the Jazz is a stiffer 
platform, with a bodyshell and 
lighter suspension tailored for 
Europe. New ‘faster’ electric 
power steering increases feed¬ 
back at the wheel. 

Also working away in the 
background is a so-called ‘agile 
handling assist’ system that ap¬ 
plies a light braking force, im¬ 
perceptible to the driver, to the 
inner wheels when cornering at 
speed, increasing the vehicle’s 
responsiveness and stability. 

A neat-handling and economi¬ 
cal hatchback, it is the interior 
space’s versatility that has won 
the Jazz so many friends. 

The four-metre long Jazz has 
a centre-mounted fuel tank to 



increase interior space, but it is 
Honda’s Magic Seats system that 
gives a wide range of configura¬ 
tions for carrying cargo and pas¬ 
sengers, and the seats can be set 
up in four different ways. 

The cabin has a thoroughly 
upmarket feel, set off by a mod¬ 
ern, crystal clear instrument 
panel with three dials, each en¬ 
circled with a ‘floating’ ring of 
light. The backlight colour of 
the speedometer changes from 
white to green during driving. 

Power comes from a 1.3-litre 
petrol engine that delivers 102 
horsepower, linked to a positive, 
six-speed manual gearbox, with 
a newly-developed CVT trans¬ 
mission as an option. 

Priced from about £13,500, all 
models come with air condition¬ 
ing as standard, and mid-grade 
models are fitted with a seven- 
inch infotainment touchscreen 
and steering wheel-mounted au¬ 
dio controls. 


The test model came with eve¬ 
rything from a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel, keyless entry 
and push-button engine start/ 
stop, to touchpanel controls for 
the automatic air conditioning. 

Safety systems are top notch 
and include forward collision 
warning, traffic sign recogni¬ 
tion system, speed limiter, lane 
departure warning and auto¬ 
matic high-beam. 

The Jazz has sold more than 
five million worldwide since 
the first generation model was 
introduced 15 years ago and it 
is manufactured in seven coun¬ 
tries. 

Little wonder then that last 
month a survey carried out by 
the Organisation of Consumers 
and Users of more than 30,000 
European drivers found that 
customers rated Honda as the 
most reliable brand, with the 
Jazz rated as the top car in its 
category 


New survey of older drivers 

Pensioners agree on tougher testing 


MOST older drivers are in favour of 
tighter rules on checking the 
health and suitability of over-70s 
to drive - even if those checks 
could take them off the road 
themselves - according to a new 
report by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM). 

And more than half demonstrate 
that they self-regulate to stay safe, 
by avoiding driving in challenging 
situations like busy traffic, after 


dark, in rush hour or bad weather. 

The 1AM worked with Dr Carol 
Hawley and her team at Warwick 
Medical School to survey more 
than 2,600 drivers and former 
drivers on their opinions, habits 
and motoring history. 

While mature drivers travel far 
fewer miles than other age groups, 
84 per cent of them rated their 
driving ability as 'good to excell¬ 
ent' and only six per cent had ever 


considered giving up driving. 

Despite that, a very high 
proportion were for measures to 
increase safety on the roads. 
Almost 60 per cent said drivers 
should retake the test every five 
years from age 70, some 85 per 
cent said drivers should then pass 
an eyesight test every five years, 
and more than half said they 
should then have to have a 
medical examination.
